DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-9 are pending. 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 06 May 2010 have been fully considered and they are 
persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-9 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present 
invention is directed towards mobile equipment with time control for DRM (digital rights 
management) schemes. Claim 1 , identifies the uniquely distinct features "a decision 
means for limiting the possible changes of the system time information generated 
by the system time generator to a preset time range and said decision means 
checks if the reset time value input by a user is later than the last time 
information of the RTC stored in the non-volatile memory and, in case the input 
reset time value passes the check, the RTC is set to the new time according to the 
reset time value". 

The closest prior art, Konno (US Patent No. 6,282,431) discloses a time 
correcting method includes steps of receiving notifying information from a base station, 
the notifying information including an identification number identifying the base station, 
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selecting a time differential information item corresponding to the identification number 
from a table which indicates a relationship between identification numbers identifying 
base stations and time differential information items in service areas of the respective 
base stations, and correcting a present time using the selected time differential 
information item. 

However, either singularly or in combination, Konno fail to anticipate or render 
obvious the claimed limitations of a decision means for limiting the possible changes of 
the system time information generated by the system time generator to a preset time 
range and said decision means checks if the reset time value input by a user is later 
than the last time information of the RTC stored in the non-volatile memory and, in case 
the input reset time value passes the check, the RTC is set to the new time according to 
the reset time value. 

The closest prior art, Ukita et al. (Pub No. 2002/0064096) discloses the invention 
provides a reproduction apparatus and a reproduction method by which the error of time 
information which arises from interruption of power supply to a timer which manages the 
term of term-managed contents data is minimized to allow accurate term management 
of contents data. The timer produces time information when power is supplied from a 
cell, but stops its operation when no power is supplied thereto. The time information 
produced by the timer is stored into a memory, and the memory holds the stored time 
information when no power is supplied to the timer. Then, when the power from the cell 
is supplied subsequently to the timer, the time information stored in the memory is set to 
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the tinner so that the tinner may thereafter produce correct time information thereby to 
allow term management of term-managed contents data to be performed accurately. 

However, either singularly or in combination, Ukita et al. fail to anticipate or 
render obvious the claimed limitations of a decision means for limiting the possible 
changes of the system time information generated by the system time generator to a 
preset time range and said decision means checks if the reset time value input by a 
user is later than the last time information of the RTC stored in the non-volatile memory 
and, in case the input reset time value passes the check, the RTC is set to the new time 
according to the reset time value. 

The closest prior art, Winkler (US Patent No. 6,556,512) discloses the present 
invention relates to a mobile terminal (1 ) for a wireless telecommunication system and a 
method providing accurate real time information in such a mobile terminal (1). The 
mobile terminal (1) comprises input means (3) for inputting basic time information 
(T.sub.O), memory means (4) for storing basic time information (T.sub.O) input via said 
input means (3), real time means (2, 5) for continuously providing real time information 
(T.sub.x) on the basis of low frequency oscillation signal and said basic time information 
(T.sub.O), and processing means (5) for computing a correction value (K) for correcting 
said real time information T.sub.x to obtain an accurate real time information (T.sub.acc) 
on the basis of an accurate time difference between a first accurate time information 
(T.sub.1) and a second accurate time information (T.sub.2) and a real time difference 
between a first real time information (T.sub.xl) and a second real information (T.sub.x2) 
from said real time means (2, 5). 
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However, either singularly or in combination, Winkler fail to anticipate or render 
obvious the claimed limitations of a decision means for limiting the possible changes of 
the system time information generated by the system time generator to a preset time 
range and said decision means checks if the reset time value input by a user is later 
than the last time information of the RTC stored in the non-volatile memory and, in case 
the input reset time value passes the check, the RTC is set to the new time according to 
the reset time value. 

5. Therefore, claim 1 and the respective dependent claims 2-9 are allowable.
